at 2 o'clock for arraignment. 


Manchester was a native of London, England, where for a 


number of years he was manager of Drummond's Limited Banking 
Concern. About six years ago he was retired on pension and seek- 
ing to better the health of his daughter Ida came to this city, where' 
he has since made his home. His family is one of the most promi- 
nent in Berkeley and moved in the highest-social circles. 
Travels Extensively in Europe •

_ Previous to coming to Berkeley Manchester traveled extensive- 


ly in Europe, where he made a collection of the prints and etchings 
of some of the most noted artists. This collection of porcelains, 
brocades, etchings and canvasses is considered the most rare on the 
coast, and he has three of the only original Turner water colors 
west of the Rocky Mountains. 


Manchester's wife died about twenty-five years ago, and ever 


since that time he has devoted his life to the study of art. 
He has 


led a particularly sedentary life, confining himself to his home en- 
vironments and artistic associations. 
He was regarded as an able 


art critic by all who knew him, and was esteemed as a gentleman of 
the most approved type.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Aug. 


12.—The State of New York won 
a complete victory over Harry 
K. Thaw today, when Justice 
Isaac N. Mills decided that the 
slayer of Stanford White was 
still insane and sent him back to 
the asylum for the criminal in- 
sane at Matteawan. 


Not one of the many conten- 


tions made by Thaw during the 
three weeks of his recent hear- 
ing was sustained. He is, how- 
ever, somewhat better off than 
before he brought the present 
suit because Justice Mills in his 
decision suggested—and the sug- 
gestion amounts virtually to or- 
ders—that, Thaw at Matteawan, 
be restored to the privileges he 
enjoyed during the first three 
months of his stay there, and that 
his mother be allowed all the 
possible privileges and 
treated 


with every consideration 
when 


she calls to see him, 
Still in Jail 


Thaw will remain In the Jail at lenst 


until tomorrow, vrhnn his attorney will 
be given a chance to make any formal 
motions before Justice Mills at his cham- 
beis in Mount Vernun. 


The prisoner took the decision coolv. 
His only statement was a denial of the 


assertion in the court's opinion that he 
still cherished the same delusions that 
drove him to shoot "White. 


In formal language Justice Mills' deci- 


sion dismissed the writ of habeas corpus 
under which Thaw applied for his liberty 
and "remanded him to the custody of the 
defendant" — Dr. Robert B Lamb, su- 
perintendent of Matteawan State hospi- 
tal. 


In concluding that Thaw Is now Insane 


the court gives first Importance to his 
'amily and childhood history. 
His de- 


teimlnatlon that the prisoner has not vet 
recovered is based principally' on 
tho 


opinion of Dr Amos Baker, assistant su- 
perintendent of Matteawan asylum. 


"All such eauthonties," says

money from unsuspecting Investors. 


The l.o^ Angeles Uealt\ Board began 


to hear of the^e propositions and appoint- 
ed a euealjptus lin'esticr.ctlng committee 
ear'v in the j car to co-operaf» with the 
colonizatl-in committee of the State Fed- 
eration. 
One of the first Investigations 


made was of n. company offeilng eucalyp- 
tus gro\03 planted and ca!red for until 
two years old for 550 an acre, easy terms 
In their prospectus they stated that the 
hlgn-priced lands near Los Angeles would 
not grow eiRdlyptus nearly as well as 
thUr land, whfie conditions o£ soil, tem- 
peiature 'nnd moisture induced a rapid 
growth of tree.-,. They then went on to 
describe their soli a*s "a perfect soil for 
any kind of vegetation and the best In 
the country foi eucalyptus " Upon In- 
vestigation we. ti.und that the land which 
they had In mind was on the Mojavo 
desert, and of courso entirely unsuited 
for eOcalyptus growing. In reality, their 
land was located not even on the desert, 
but simply In their minds, for we found 
that they did not own any land a*t aJl, but 
expected to get It from the government 
>uid ht\e the planting work count as Im- 
provements for proving up on the claims 


The commlttte talked with tho officers 


of the company and found that they knew 
practically nothing about eucalyptus cul- 
ture, but seamed to think they could 
actually carry out Mi-Mr slams. As far 


as WP could find out they had made no 
actual tales as yot 
The result ot the 


Invrstltratton was that the company prom- 
ised to dVstioy their literature and have 
cea*»d entirely offering the land tor that 
or an> other purpose. 


The committee In Its investigation of 


eucalyptus companies came in close con- 
tact with the State Forester, Hon. G. B.

Brown of San Quentin 


After a brief sojourn in San Quentin J. Dalzcll Brown, 


•wrecker of the California Safe Deposit Bank and'Trust 
Company, is again at large. 
His sentence was 
for 


eighteen months, but the provisions of the Goodwin Act 
limited the time of actual durance to fifteen months. 
The favor of the-San Francisco District Attorney's of- 
fice allowed him to spend a large portion of this time 
in comparative freedom in the city. 
Brown therefore 


spent only a few months in State Prison. 
The clem- 


ency shown Brown came from the same influence that 
gave a blanket grant of immunity to the boodle Super- 
visors of San Francisco. 


The way in which justice was tempered for Mr. 


Brown is small discouragement to bank -wrecking. 
By 


the criminal operations of this man some 12,500 depos- 
itors were plundered and a long established financial in- 
stitution wrecked. 
Several other banks were dragged 


down in the ruin Brown brought on the California Safe 
Deposit Company, one of them being the Union Na- 
tional of Oakland. 
Brown's felonious operations cov- 


ered a period of j-ears and embraced a 
variety of 


crimes. His sentence was a travesty of justice and his 
confinement largely a farce. 
Short as it was, it was 


made as pleasant as possible. 


Brown at liberty can watch with amusement the ef- 


forts of the people he plundered to rehabilitate the bank 
lie wrecked. Their strivings to recover a portion of the 
savings they entrusted to him will no doubt be divert- 
ing to his sense of humor. 
He is a fine example of 


the exploitation of the machinery of justice to serve 
private ends.

Comparisons In Paving Policies 


Superintendent of Streets Walter C. Howe's visit to 


the cities of the northwest and the result of his observa- 
tions as presented in the intelligent and comprehensive 
report which he submitted to the Board of Public Works 
at its regular weekly meeting yesterday ought xo be pro- 
ductive of good here and lead to a revision of the policy 
regarding street improvement which has been up-to-date 
in vogue. 
It is evident from the figures he presents that 


Oakland is far behind all of these northwestern cities in 
the matter of permanent pavements and in the methods 
adopted regarding the construction of the sub-surface 
public and private services which are all required to be 
laid coincident with the laying of the pavement. Through 
the adoption of the latter policy a permanent pavement 
once laid remains undisturbed. In our experience it has 
been a common practice to rip up a new pavement and 
dig trenches to provide the service connections and a 
permanent disfigurement of the pavement invariably fol- 
lows the restoration of the surface work.. Seattle with 
88.42 miles of permanent street pavements and Portland 
Oregon, with 4472 miles, puts Oakland to the blush 
with ^only 16.25 miles to its credit. 
The redeemiijg fea- 


ture in our case is that a policy of permanent pavement 
expansion is in course of development. 


The mileage of permanent street pavements in Ta- 


coma is not given in Mr. Howe's report; but he repre- 
sents that the policy of street improvement there is 
similar in many respects to that of Seattle. There is one 
sentence in the report relating to that city which should

velopment of streets which carry comparatively 
light 


traffic. 
That policy will have to be changed if Oakland 


means to progress commercially and industrially, and 
the change cannot be made too quickly for the good of 
all concerned. 
The present policy is ruinous to our 


best interests, and this fact Mr. Howe brings out very 
forcibly in his report. 


Street Boosting Stocks 


Somebody has started the story in New York tha 


the steady rise in values of American securities and the 
firmness of the stock market, notwithstanding the stren

GunLicense-SaneandOtherwise 


The State of Texas has just put into effect a new 


hunter's license law which has the merit of being much 
more rational than the one previously in force or that 
which is in force in California and some other States. A 
resident of Texas may now hunt in his own county and 
adjoining counties without paying the license tax of 
$1.75 per annum previously imposed. 
Whether a resi- 


dent of the State or not, he may also kill game on his 
own land or on land controlled by him in whatever part 
of the State it is located without paying the'tax. 
Our 


fool game laws make it imperative for any man who 
carries a gun and shoots wild game on his own land to 
pay a tax of $1 per annum and the game wardens do 
not hesitate to trespass on the property of the violator 
in order to arrest him and hale him before a justice of 
the peace to suffer the penalty of his offense. 
And a 


non-resident of the State owning land within it may not 
hunt on it without paying the higher license tax which 
the law imposes on the non-resident class.

marlcs, to raad from a paper his ideas 
on reclamation and the public domain. 
One point he made plain and that was 
that his Idea of what has been done 
by the Secretary of the Interior was 
under the law. 


Then former Governor Pardee 
began 


to deliver an address under the subject 
assigned to him. But he had no use for 
his manuscript. 
He opened by saying 


that he was for 
Roosevelt 
and 
the 


Roosevelt policies. 


"Roosevelt was a President who did 


things first," he said, "and talked about 
them afterward. 
And that's the kind of 


men we would like to see in public of- 
fice now." 


Dr. Pardee told of the activities of 


former Secretary Garfleld, who under the 
instructions of Roosevelt, withdrew from 
public entrv manj tracts of land under 
the belief that those lands should be held 
for the people. Now, he said, Secretary

these lands and each tract has in Its 
boundaries a water-power site. 


"I do not oppose private enterprise 


In the development of theso sites," Dr. 
Pardee said, "but I do oppose

Advocates Extensive Improvement 


Scheme for Oakland Water Front 


II 


Favoring the appointment of a special harbor commis- 


sion to te appointed by the ilayor and City Council for the 
purpose of preparing plans for harbor improvement in the city 
of Oakland". 


"Whereas. The city of Oakland is about to undertake the 


improvement of the water front upon a scale commensurate 
•with the present and future needs of the port which contem- 
plate a heavy inter-oceanic traffic upon the completion of the 
Panama Canal, thereby making- provision for a class of ves- 
sels larger than those now engaged in the general ocean traf- 
fic, and 


Whereas. Said harbor improvement involves the expend- 


iture of several million dollars, and necessitates the prepara- 
tion of plans for docks and other related features of marine 
development entirely nc\v and foreign to the ordinary duties 
of the regular city officials ; therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the California River andTIarbor League 


favors the creation of a special harbor commission, 'consist- 
ing of three engineers, to be appointed by the Mayor and City 
Council as follows: One to be selected by the Oakland 
Chamber of Commerce, one to be selected by the Merchants' 
Exchange of Oakland, and one to be selected by the Califor- 
nia River and Harbor League, whose duties it shall be to 
carefully consider all harbor plans already prepared, harmon- 
izing the same wherever possible, as well as the vital interest 
involved therein, and if neccssarv, to prepare other or addi- 
tional plans, including provisions for a belt line railroad with 
the necessary equipment and terminals, with the understand- 
ing that said plans are to provide for the ultimate improve- 
ment of the entire water front of the city of Oakland at an 
approximate cost of $25.000.000. but so arranged in character 
that'work upon the same can be carried out in conveninet 
units of not to exceed 32,300.000. each, as commerce may de- 
mand, and that the City Council make ample provision for 
the expenses of said commission.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug.'12. — In Feb- 


ruary, 1908. five distinguished scientists 
were 
appointed by former President 


Roosevelt to Investigate the sulphur di- 
oxide process which is used by California 
packers and growers in preparing dried 
fruits for the market. 
Three of these 


scientists arrived here yesterday. 
They 


are Dr. Ira Komsen, president of .TohiiS 
Hopkins University, of Baltimore: 
Dr. 


Russell H. Chltlenden, director of the 
Sheffield School of Science of Yale Uni- 
versity, New Haven, Connecticut, and Dr. 
John H. Long, p-ofessor of physiological 
chemistry 
ot Northwestern University, 


Chicago. 


Together with their equally 
eminent 


conferees, Dr. Alonzo E. Taylor, profes- 
sor of pathology of the University of Cal- 
ifornia, and Dr. C. A. Herter, professor 
of pharmacology of Columbia University, 
the noted visitors constitute the national 
referee board, whose function it shall be 
to decide whether the sulphuring process 
of curing dried fruits is or is not inju- 
rious to health and life. 
Will Experiment 


The board In Its study and thorough 


investigation of tne sulphur dioxide pro- 
:ess will make a series of experiments 
with dried fruit products upon human 
subjects. 


Upon the decision of this board rests 


the future of California's dried fruit in- 
dustry. 
If. upon careful and exhaustive 


nvcstigation. the board finds that dele- 
terious effects ensue vpon the eating 
of dried fruits cuied witli sulphur fumes, 
incalculable damage will be done to an 
mmense industry, in which $16.000.000 are 
invested, unless a harmless substitute 
preservative may be discovered.
